CAN MECHANISATION 
SAVE AGRICULTURE? 


ADVANCING AGRICULTURE 
AND IMPOVERISHED-FARMERS. 


HERE are, of course, two questions im- 
plicit in title of this article: what 
exactly is meant by mechanisation* 


and is agriculture in se dangerous a state 
that its salvation has become imperative? 
Perhaps, before we proceed to consider-them 
we ought to ask a third: what precisely is 
meant by ‘‘agriculture’’ in this connection— 
is it just plain farming? This may seem a 
shallow question at first, but it goes a litle 
deeper than may be supposed. The condition 
of the farmer in many countries where, super- 
ficially, farming seems progressive, 15 ad 
mittedly very serious. He is deserting the 
countryside; he is poor, over-worked, dis- 
affected; he is leaving his family Jess well 
provided for than were his own generation, 
or would do so, but for the relief the city 
affords to those who are moderately well 
taught in the State schools.. Many farmers’ 
families, however, are jll-taught 

In the prosperous United States the para- 
dox of a progressive agriculture and im- 
poverished farmers is probably truer than in 
Great Britain. It is as least as true in 
Englund as in Ireland. These generalisa 
tious are not, of course, true of all farmers, 
but are true of the small farmer in many 
countries besides our own, and, though Íre 
land does not seem to be the worst sufferer, 
this problem, the most serious economic pro- 
blem in the world, affects us acutely. Clearly, 
the farmer problem must be solved if civilisa- 
tion is not to go under, Yet “agriculture,” 
using that word to cover the specialised culti- 
vation of the land by white people or those 
they direct, as in America, or those who copy 
them in Asia or Africa, is giving better re 
turns per acre, is more intensively organised, 
more scientific, more thought about, talked 
about and experimented upon than ever in 
the world’s history. 


The Agricultural Wage and the 


Industrial. 
We see, then, that the farmer does need 
to be saved, even if agriculture does not. 
But a little further investigation shows that 


for white peoples at least the industry, 
though it seems to advance, is not’in a 
healthy state. Like a man with too high 


blood pressuré, whose looks belie him, the 4 
farming ind@stry throughout. civilisation has 
had a cycle of ‘depression, in spite of “im- 
proved yields and increased acreage. .. Even 
if, as many déute observers think, ““the worst 
is over” in ‘this illnéss, the patient is far 
from convalescent. In a recent very striking 
book by Mr. Lewis F. Carr, ‘‘ America Chal- | 
lenged,’’ published by MacMillan, New York, 
the situation in the United States is very 
keenly analysed, and certain facts similar, in 
character to several adverted to on this page 
from time to time are set out... One of Mr. 
Carr’s main cond¢lusions is that American agri- 
culture does not, and cannot, keep pace with 
American industry. One investigation, which 
he quotes, made by an investigator who lived 
amongst those whose farm economy he was 
studving, shows that (as rouzhly expressed in 
English money) the earnings per family of the 
“forty acres and a mule’’ white farmer were 
£320, £50, or £130 per annum, according to 
whether the worker was classified as the 
‘owner,’ the “renter,” or the ‘‘ cropper ’ 
of the farm.

the coloured renters and croppers a very little 
Another investigatfon showed that the 


more. 

average common labourer on an American 
farm would seem to be “worth” about 25 cents 
a day. If he is paid more, unless 


he is specially skilled, his employer stands 
to lose by his work, But to the average in- 
dustrialist his workers are worth close on 
five dollars a day. These figures are almost 
sensational, And when the costs of working a 
farm in the United States are worked out it 
is clear that however important the industry 
is to the nation—arid it is still the biggest in- 
dustry as expressed in money figures—it is 
being hopelessly left behind by city work and 
business as a source of human employment. 


Complex Causes: Is the Cure Simple? 


We know the difficulty of our own farmets ; 
how impossile it is to make the earnings from 


farming overtake the costs of living. When 
these fall the costs of farming fall, But less ; 
when these rise there is a “ lag” between 
the farming increase and that of the city 
worker. We have examined the situation in 
England on ‘this page and found similar or 
worse conditions, “Ihe disease then cannot 
be questioned. But when causes are examined 
they are stated almost as variously as there 
are people to examine them. Insufficient or- 
ganisation, inferior quality, too high costings, 
over-production, under-prodyction, too high 
costs of living, too high a standard of liv- 
ing, the return to gold, too much. credit, too 
little credit! 

Most observers agree that for these “islands 
more intensive production is. needed, more 
milk from the cow, more butter-fat from the 
milk, more oats ór barley to the acre, and 
all this of ever-improving quality. Whilst ad- 
vocating’ these views we have always put the 
case that if these things are to be done, the 
farmer must be canviticed that they will pay 
him. One method of improving his yields, 
and, it is supposed, his returns, is improved 
farm machinery. This is a difficult matter on 
the smal] farm. | 

It can be done better where the conditions 
allow farmers, working in combination, to 
purchase machinéry co-operatively through a 
society, and hire it out to each other in turn. 
There are limits to this, partly because all 
farmers want the same implement at about 
the same time, and_ partly because power 
plant is aften costly to apply to small far- 
mers, even: under co-operative ownership. 
The Shannon scheme may help in this. 

It is difficult to see how mechanisation can 
increase the rate of yield ; ossible .on 
a 40 or SO-acre farm, even though it may 
sometimes mean the difference between a 
small profit and a small loss on a particular 
ctop in itself to bring prosperity. 


Mechanisation of Method : Its 


Possibilities. 


Mechanisation may, however, heve larger 
implications than are involved in the -use of 
a steam or electrically-driven plant on a 
small farm. Here we proceed to answer the 
first question set out in the first sentence 
of this article. Mechanisation may be used 
in somewhat the sense in which rationalisa- 
tion is coming to be used. It begins, with the 
scrapping of antique implements or machi- 
nery, and the substitution of modern types; 
it s on to the scrapping of effete methods 
and’ the introduction of methods applied in 
modern industry.

T is probable that, follawing the discussions 
| which have taken place on the feeding of 
harley, that greater interest will be taken 
in the use of this cereal as a stock food. Its 
value is undoubted, as experiments carried 
out in ‘various parts of the country have 
clearly shown. In one expériment it was 
found that it paid to feed barley to pigs, 
when purchased at 18s. 4d. per barrel. It was 
found to be equal to Indian meal in the mat 
ter of putting on meat, while bacon curers 
save consistently favoured barley-fed pigs 
as against those .fed on Indian meal. One far 
mer was well satisfied with the results 
obtained from barley feeding that he has de 
cided to feed- large quantities of it in future. 

By catering for this market and using it 
themselves, -barley growers can secure an 
alternative “market fot this valuable cash 
crop.

OLD-TIME GAIETY ABSENT. 
LIMERICK, \ ednesday. 

The general depression which has fallen on 
Irish racing within the past few years was 
noticeable here to-day on the opening of the 
autumn two-day fixture. While the enclosures 
and stands were fairly well patronised, there 
was a general feeling that the meeting had 
iost a good deal of the support it had been 
accorded in the past and still deserves. ‘The 
old air of gaiety the course had known in 
the days of the late J. O’Grady Delmege, 
when racegoers entered properly into the 
spirit of the sport, was absent, and its place 
was taken by a somewhat prosaic attitude. The 
lacing was of the most exciting quality, but 
rarely did the spectators display the old-time 
fervour. 

A STIFF TEST FOR HORSES.

Off the coast of Ireland fog descended.

At Jength the two 
vessels arrived in Belfast Lough, having taken 
nineteen days to cover .almost 4,000 miles, 
at an average speed of 8, knots.

Shaw and the Mumbling Actor. 


In the course of one of his recent 
speeches Mr, Bernard Shaw very severely 
criticised the habit of mumbling in the 
theatre. He said that little theatres were 
largely responsible for this, and advocated 
the erection of very large theatres, where 
the actor would be compelled to ‘‘ speak 
up,” and the public could obtain seats at 
a reasonable price. 

He has himself, however, more drastic 
methods of dealing with actors who 
mumble or slur the words in his own 
plays. Once, it is said, an actor did 
commit this offence, and on the following 
morning he received from Mr. Shaw this 
note, which probably cured’ him 
permanently. ‘“* When I write,” went the 
letter, ‘‘in a play ‘The pen is mightier 
than the sword,’ I do not mean ‘ Pen, 
mightier, sword,’ as you said last night.

THE FEEDING OF YOUNG STOCK. 
Mr. J. Mahony, Livestock Inspector 
Department of Agriculture, read a paper on 
The Feeding of Young Stock, ' in which he 
elated that two of the most important factors 
shaping the policy of farmers were (1) the 
tuste of the consuming public and (2) com- 
petition with other countries. During the 
past eighty years these two factors brought 
bout a considerable change in agriculture in 
this country. Statistics showed that in this 
period the number of cattle increased from 
about two millions to over four millions, and 
during the same period tillage had substan- 
ally. decreased, Over this period the con. 
sumption of oats, wheat and potatoes 
nsiderably decreased, while the consump. 
tion of animal and animal products propor- 
tionately increased. In conjunction with this 
change the great corn-growing lands abroad 
were. developed; methods of transport and 
marketing were improved, with the result 
that arable farming came in for a period of 
acute depression and consequently declined 
[he two forces of popular demand and 
world competition altered conditions to such 
an extent that over this eighty-year period 
wheat in price advanced by only 18 per cent 
Larley 40 per cent., oats 70 per cent., while 
re cattle advanced 340 per cent. The Irish 
farmer obviously followed the trend in prices 
d changed over more and more to stock. 
raising. 


TILLAGE AND CATTLE. 
peopie seemed to think 
decrease in the area under cultivation in 
Ireland was due to the increase in the 
numbers of cattle. This was not so. Durinz 
the period when cattle numbers increased 
most rapidly, from 1850 to 1860, tillage fairly 
well held .ts own. The increase in cattle was 
not responsible for the decrease in tillage. 
Nillage declined owing to the unfavourable 
trend in corn prices brought about by re. 
luced consumption and foreign competition, 
while the cattle trade expanded owing to the 
increased consumption of animal and animal 
produets, and consequently the considerably 
increased demand for beef. As civilisation 
advanced the tendency was to go in more and 


Many that the 


more for animal and animal products as 
suman food, and even the Eastern nations 
were now becoming meat-eaters. 


Popular taste to-day favoured the younger 
animal, and they had, in addition to this, 
intense competition in chilled and frozen 
meat; 700,000 tons of this meat was annually 
imported to England. The best chilled could 
now be bought at about 7d. per lb. Irish 
farmers could not compete with this in price, 
hut they could beat it in quality. Their aim, 
then, must be to produce the highest quality, 
and this could aly be done by finishing ofl 
cattle at an early age. here was no use in 
grazing caitle until three or three and a half 
years old. The system was from an economic 
point of view hopeless. 

SUCCESSFUL PRODUCTION. 

To produce beef successfully at an early 
age they must first breed for it, and, in the 
second place, feed for it. In breeding they 
had a good foundation in their dual-purpose, 
Non- pe igree shorthorn cow, and, if they 
continued to grade up these cows through 
the medium of cow-testing associations, us 
they had been doing, they would, eventually 
evolve a breed of dual-purpose eattle, equally 
suitable for beef and milk production. The 
dairy cow was the foundation of all, as a 
sound dairying industry was of considerable 
value in itself, and was, in addition, abso- 
lutely essential for successful cattle-raising. 

The shorthorn was the ideal foundation 
breed for this country, as it was equally 
suitable for milk and beef production, while 
excellent results could also be obtained from 
the Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford crosses, 


. provided that they were used with discrimi- 


nation in crossing. ‘he crosses should, how- 
ever, never be retained for breeding purposes. 
The foundation stock of the country could 
only be. maintained by the use of bulls of 
the shorthorn breed. Breeding in itself was 
waste of energy, time and money if the pro- 
geny was not well fed. Their object should 
be not to breed the so-called hardy animal 
in which there was no money—but to breed 
the animal which, when fed, would produce 
the maximum returns in beef or milk. They 
had in the dairying industry, thanks to the 
cow-testing associations, much better milking 
cows than they had in the past. The 800- 
callon cow was now fairly general, and the 
cow yielding upwards of 1,000 gallons was no 
longer a rarity. 
THE FEEDING OF CATTLE. 
The better feeding of both dairy cows and 
young stock meant the more extensive use 
concentrated foods. At present market 
prices home-grown foods were infinitely cheaper 
than the imported foods ; and also that 
the home-grown foods were worth much more 
as food for stock than for sale as cash crops. 
A substantial increase in tillage was at this 
stave desirable for the development of the 
lrish cattle trade. Imported foods had ad- 
vanced out of all proportion to the price of 
home-grow. foods. They must for the 
economical feeding of their stock use home- 
own foods more for balancing than for mak- 


ing up the bulk of the rations. 
. i 
Cattle were decreasing in value as they 
pe older Forward yearlings were in good 


demand and selling at good prices, while two- 
similar weight were often diffi- 
cult to dispose of. Tho cross-Channel feeders 
wanted the forward yearlings to fatten and

to two years old. Jhey must aim at, pro- 
ducing cattle that could be fattened at 
an early age, and for this purpose 


they must be kept thriving all the time. 
For the economic NEEUOEN oí cattle during 
winter an adequate supply of roots was 
essential. In addition concentrates should be 
fed in gradually increasing quantities, accord- 
ing to the condition ef the animal. 

THE GREATEST ASSET. 

“ (Our cattle trade,” concluded Mr. Mahony, 
“is at present our greatest national asset. 
In 1928 the exports in cattle and beef 
amounted to 134 million pounds, while the 
export in butter, milk and cream in the same 
period amounted to five and a quarter 
million pounds. Not alone can those huge 
sources of income be maintained, but they 
can be increased. To bring about this 
increase we must adhere to the policy of 
breeding from the best, and maintain the 
substantial improvement that has already

LARGE INCREASE IN

Sales of gas in Dublin went up by 400,000 
therms, or 85,000,000 cubic feet, while the 
number of consumers increased by nearly 
5,000, from January to June. , 

This statement was made by Mr. Francis J. 
Dickens, J.P. (Chairman), at the half-yearly 
meeting of the Alliance and Dublin Con- 
sumers' Gas Company, which was held at the 
company's offices in Dublin yesterday. The 
Chairman was hopeful that the announce- 
ment of a reduction in price was not far dis- 
tant. A dividend of £7 12s . per cent. 
per annum, Jess.income tax, was declared. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts for the half-year ended 
on 30th June, the Chairman, in the course of 
his address, said:—Six months ago we found 
cause for congratulation in the fact that our 
sales recorded an increase of four per cent., 
and at that time one of our stockholders ex- 
pressed the opinion (which was not, of course, 
shared by your directors) that we had pro- 
bably reached the! peak. How far this was 
from being the case will be apparent when I 
say that our sales for the half-year are greater 
by more than eight per cent. than our sales 
for the June half-year of 1928, the amount 
of the increase being, roughly, more than 
400,000 therms, or 85 millions of cubic feet. 
The extent of this increase is most gratifying, 
particularly when we consider that it is only 
one of the constant series of increases which 
we have enjoyed for a number of years. 


HIRE PURCHASE SYSTEM. 

“The most gratifying feature is, however, 
that the average consumption per consumer 
has increased. This is particularly noticeable 
in the case of our ordinary meter department, 
wherein have occurred many noteworthy in- 
stances in the use of additional gas apparatus. 

“Our prepayment meter department dis- 
plays the same tendency, if. to a less marked 
extent per consumer. The increase in this 
case has not been unexpected, because many 
of our prepayment consumers have taken 
advantage of our hire purchase system for 
the installation of gas fires and other appli- 
ances, the use of which must necessarily 
raise the average consumption. We sold out- 
right and on hire purchase or on hire no 
fewer than 3,880 gas cookers, 1,312 gas fires 
and radiators, 201 water heating appliances, 
and a considerable number of ovens, hot- 
plates, grillers, and other apparatus. 

RENEWAL OF MAINS. 

“We have continued to make good pro- 
gress with our scheme for the renewal of 
mains, and are, as far as the exigencies of 
the moment permit, paying particular atten- 
tion to the older mains, as it is our policy 
to replace these before they reach the worn- 
out stage. The pipes which we are now 
laying are adequate in size to carry the full 
anticipated load, and possibly some portion 
of our increased sales during recent years 
has been attributable to the fact that pipes 
which were serving some few districts and 
which were inadequate to meet the maximum 
demand have been replaced. We have also 
carried out some necessary extensions. In 
all, some 18 miles of main pipes have been 
laid ranging in size from 4-inch to 12-inch 
diameters, necessitating the laying of 17 miles 
of service pipes, including the pipes for our 
new consumors. 

‘Taking the capital account, our ex- 
penditure under this heading is not, in 
view of the developments to which I have 
referred, excessive at £12,600 odd, while the 
amount written off for depreciation, sales, 
etc., amounts to nearly £11,900, leaving the 
nett increase at roughly £700. 

‘Taking the revenue account, I have 
again the pleasure of calling your attention 
to the decrease in cost of coal and oil, not- 
withstanding the increase of some seven per 
cent. in the quantity of gas made. The 
amount of the decrease is £7,600, and I think 
[ may say it reflects the endeavours of your 
directors, ably seconded by the executive 
staff, to purchase the raw materials for the 
manufacture of gas at the keenest possible 
prices. A difference of 1s. per ton in the 
cost of coal would mean only £3,500 in the 
half-year, and this will help you to gauge 
the value of the decrease. It would, how- 
ever, be impossible to show such good results 
were it not for the efficient coal handling 
plant which we have in operation. This 
plant is, I venture to suggest, one of the best 
and most economical of its kind in this or 
any other country. 

REDUCTION IN PRICE PROBABLE. 

“The decrease in the cost of coal. taken in 
conjunction with our increased sales of gas, 
gave rise to the hope that we should now be 
able to announce a reduction in the price of 
gas, with its obvious advantage to our con- 
sumers (followed, as we should expect, by a 
still further increase in the sales) and with 
an extension of the limit of the maximum 
statutory dividend permissible under our 
sliding scale provisions. Unfortunately, the 
uncertainty of future prices for cogil, bearing 
in mind that substantial increases are sought 
for, has prevented any definite pronounce- 
ment at the moment. The project of the 
coal-owners is for co-ordination of district 
marketing schemes and the establishment of 
a national organisation for the regulation of 
production and output and the marketing of 
coal. However, it is expected that our actual 
position will be known shortly, when, needless 
to say, I hope it may be possible to make 
the welcome announcement that all interests 
look forward to so eagerly. 

SALES OF TAR. 

The results from tar are, frankly, úis. 
appointing, showing as they do a decrease of 
£9,500, and can scarcely be deemed to afford 
an adequate return, taking into consideration 
the value of the treated product, the capital 
and working expenditure involved. Unitor- 
tunately, owing to the increased quantity ol 
coal carbonised across the Channel, there 
would seem to have been an over-production 
of tar, and, while as a result of the relative 
cheapness of coal some reduction of tar prices 
would possibly have been inevitable, the 
effect, of the over-production was that cross- 
Channel firms were able to quote what are 
expressively known as “dumping ” prices for 
the supplies purchased by the local authorities 
in the Irish Free State under the central 
purchasing scheme. However, we hope that 
this state of affairs will automatically adjust 
itself, und that the policy of keeping the 
rouds of the Irish Free State in good order by 
a liberal use of tar will be continued. when 
we may expect that the future will show 4 
return to prices more closely approximating» 
to the average obtaining prior to the siump. 
(ur veturn from ammoniacal liquor and 
sulphate shows a welcome increase of nearly 
£1,300, to a large @xtent due to an increased 
make of sulphate. “ 
‘Taking residual products, as a whole, 
however, you will find receipts show & 
decrease of £8,400. I have already mentioned 
that the cost of coal and oil is down hy 
£7.000, so that the nett cost of coal and oil 
is increased only by £800, and this, in view 
ef the considerably greater quantities used, ia, 
1] submit, an excellent achievement. 

DISTRIBUTION OF GAS. 
“Tf we turn to distribution of gas, it will 
be seen that the cost exceeds that of the 
corresponding period by £18,000. This is 
chiefly due to the expenditure in conneciion 
with our renswal of mains scheme, and for 
the provision of stoves, to which 1 have 
alluded in my opening remarks We have 
secured somewhat better results from the 
repair and maintenance of public lamps. 

‘Reuts, rates and taxes are slightly down 
and call for little comment, while there ts an 
increase of £2,500 under the heading ol 
management, mostly due to the non-recurring 
exnenditure on establishment charges and 
incidentals. i 
“ Miscellaneous and special charges are 
down by nearly £4,000, dne almost entirely 
to the cessation, for the reason of which I 
informed you at our last meeting, of the 
contribution to the Special Purposes Fund. 
The cost of workmen's compensation and 
gratuities is, however, greater by £4 
“On the income side of the reventie account 
sales «f gas show the splendid nett increase 
of £18,000, while rental of meters and stoves 
is greater by £4,500. 

“Summarisine the financial position, there- 
fore, our receipts from all sources are higher 
by £14,300, and our expenditure by £9,900, 
so that the profit which we carry into nett 
revenue is larger by £4,400 at £77,600. . De- 
ducting from this the amount of the Debenture 
interest, interest on temporary loans and 
incormiv tax, and adding the bulance from last 
uccount, we have available the sam_ of 
£83,222, of which the dividend recommended 
will absorb £59,165, leaving £24,057 to be 
carried to cur next account. 

The balance sheet again discloses a sound 
financial ition. The various funds now

NEWRY GIBL'S ACTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE.) 

In a case of Nellie “Loughran, of Cowan 
street, Newry, Co. Down, suing by her father, 
a Jabourer, against Mr. rnest Barry, 
Rotunda Gardens, Dublin, which was an 
action for damages for injuries caused to the 
plaintiff by the alleged negligence of the 
defendant in connection with the construction 
and maintenance of a dart stall at a fancy 
fair in the Market place, Newry, last May, 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Messrs. Bradley 
and Sons) applied on behalf of the defendant 
to have the action transferred to the Dublin 
Circuit Court. 

The plaintiff alleged that a dart struck her 
below the right eye, causing her intense pain 
and obliging her to undergo considerable 
expense for medical and nursing attendance. 
here was no appearance for the plaintiff. 
Mr. Justice Wrlie made the order sought. 


HIRE OF OMNIBUSES. 


DEFENDANT RELEASED FROM 
PRISON. 


In the case of the International Harvester 
Company of Great Britain, Ltd., having an 
oflice in Leinster street, Dublin, against Mr. 
James Kenny, of 103 Sandymount avenue, 
Sandymount Green, the plaintiffs had 
obtained an interim injunction to restrain 
the defendant from using or parting with two 
omnibuses, spare Ben | and kits of tools 
stated to have been hired by. them to 
him; and the plaintiffs subsequently got 
liberty to issue an attachment order against 
the defendant for disobedience of the interim 
injunction. 

Mr. Frank Monks (instructed by Messrs. D. 
and T. Fitzgerald), who appeared for the 
plaintifis, said that the defendant had been 
attached, and was at present, he understood. 
in jail. The ‘buses had been returned, and 
he did not ask for any interlocutory injunc- 
tion. He asked only for costs. 

Mr. Charles Casey (instructed by Mr. A. 
Lane-Joynt), who appeared for the defendant, 
said that the order committing the defendant 
to prison was made on the 19th inst. The 
defendant was committed to prison, and, of 
course, it was too late to serve notice on 
his friend, but he had an affidavit by the 
defendant setting out that he had complied 
with the terms of the order. 

Mr. Justice Wylie—Does he say anything 
about his regret for disobeying the order? 

Mr. Casey said that the defendant ex- 
pressed his regret. 

Mr. Justice Wylie said that he would make 
an order for the release of the defendant. 

Mr. Monks—Will you make it conditional 
on his paying the costs? 

Mr. Justice Wylie said that Mr. Monks 
had his order for costs, and he would make 
an unconditional order for the release of the 
defendant.

MONEY TO BE LODGED IN 
COURT. 

In the matter of the Companies Aect and 
the Irish National Foresters’ Benefit Society, 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Horan and 
Devine), on behalf of Messrs, Dollard, Ltd., 
applied for an order calling on Mr. Peter J. 
Nolan, Secretary of the Society, to lodge in 
Court to the credit of the matter all monies 
in his hands or under his control belonging 
to the Society. Counsel said that, apparently, 
Mr. Nolan had made a.levy to pay part of 
the money due by the Society and had got 
£250 in hand, as well as £375 as portion out 
of the estate of the late Mr. Hutchinson, 
who had been Secretary of the Society, and 
whose estate had been in Court: An order 


had been made that Mr, Nolan should give 
security for this money to the extent of £500, 
and Mr. Nolan gave an undertaking that 
none of this money would be spent on any- 
thing but the payment of debts. Mr. Nolan 
had not given the security, and counsel now 
wanted an order that he should bring these 
sums into Court. 

Mr. Justice Wylie asked if there was any 
appearance for Mr. Nolan. 

Mr. Dickie said that they had served Mr. 
Nolan with notice of the motion. 

Mr. Henry, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Fitzpatrick (instructed by Mr. John Moran), 
said that he appeared for Mr. Jeremiah 
O’Looney and sixteen of the branches in 
support of the motion. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C. (instracted by Messrs. 
MacCarthy, Hanrahan and Moloney) said 
that he appeared for a number of branches 
in the South of Ireland, and they agreed that 
it was the proper thing that this money 
should be brought in, as Mr. Nolan had 
failed to give security. 

There was no appearance for Mr. Nolan. 

Mr. Justice Wylie made an order that Mr 
Nolan should bring the sums of £250 and 
£375 into Court within a week and reserved 
the question of costs.
